Zhristmas wouldn't be Christ- 
mas without at least one all- 
generation party. One kind 
that seems to delight everyone 
from toddlers to grannies is a 
Christmas picnic—an indoor, 
sit-where-you-will, ^ eat-when- 
you-will supper served in indi- 
vidual take-home baskets. Small 
wooden baskets—the kind they 
call peach basket 
for this and easy to find this 
year at stationers, supermar- 
kets, all over. Luckily, they 
come in both red and green 
which simplifies matters—you 
can pack the adult menu in one 
color, the children's in the oth- 
er, Line them with florists foil 
in contrasting colors and leave 


ure great 


enough to be tucked over the 
top to keep the food fresh and 
add Christmas-y sparkle. 

The grown-ups’ fare might 
consist of cold Rock -Cornish 
game hen—half a largish bird 
or a small whole one—roasted 
and glazed with honey and gin- 
ger. With this, French bread 
with olive stuffing (the hol- 
lowed out bread mixed with 
chopped ripened green olives, 
chopped tomatoes, and herbs 
moistened with a touch of olive 
oil and vinegar), sticks of car- 
rot, cucumber, green pepper, 
and celery, and hard-cooked 
eggs filled with mushrooms. 
For the finale, wildly decorated 
gingerbread men. In every bas- 
ket, tuck red plastic “silver- 
ware” wrapped in a green pa- 
per napkin, a small bottle of 
white wine, a plastic tumbler, 
airline-size salts and peppers. 

The children’s picnics could 
be made up of cold broiled 
chicken legs, bread and butter 
sandwiches, carrot curls, plain 
hard-cooked eggs, the same 
gingerbread people, and in- 
stead of the wine, individual 
cartons of chocolate milk. This 
kind of a movable feast allows 
the very young to eat early and 
the adults to linger. To start the 
party off, you might serve a 
brandy punch and a cranberry- 
ginger ale “cocktail.” 


Another holiday surprise party, 
this one for adults only, would 
be an after-dinner wine tasting 
—dessert wines, of course— 
with assorted cakes and bis- 
cuits on the side. You would 


probably have to rent a quan- 
tity of extra wine glasses be- 
cause each kind should have its 
own. To make allowances for 
personal preferences it would 
be wise to offer a fairly gener- 
ous choice of types: Madeira 
(a rich Malmsey, a sweet Bual, 
a dry Rainwater, or perhaps 
both a Sercial and a Verdel- 
ho); port (a tawny and a vin- 
tage, both ruby and white); 
sherry (a very pale, dry fino. 
an amontillado, and a medium 
dry cream or an East India). 
Individual fruit cakes, Gauf- 
rettes, and Crêpes Dentelles 
would be fitting accompani- 
ments—or, for that matter, any 
simple cake that would not 
compete with the wines. 


For conjuring up superb des- 
serts at last minute notice I like 
to keep on hand a delicate li- 
queur, Marmot au Chocolat 
Suisse, that contains bits of 
Swiss chocolate. The bite and 
authority of this cordial com- 
bined with the crunchiness and 
smooth flavor of the candy pro- 
duce an epicurean sauce for ice 
cream, particularly coffee. You 
can also use it to pour over a 
baba or pound cake. 


For some time a friend of mine 
has been collecting pressed 
glass whiskey mugs in every 
conceivable pattern, both for 
the joy of the hunt and for the 
practical purpose of serving 
drinks in them. Now she has 
begun a second collection— 
those little penny-candy glass 
mugs, which she uses for after- 
dinner liqueurs. Her collecting 
is as much fun for her friends 
as for her, because it gives us 
an excuse to pore over all the 
old glass in antique shops. And 
the finds we come up with are 
great for serving drinks in her 
country farmhouse. Another 
good excuse for antiquing— 
and a new role for things from 
the attic—is to search out those 
cake plates that used to go with 
almost every Victorian china 
coffee set, particularly the Wed- 
ding Band pattern. If you can 
accumulate eight or so, all 
pleasantly related in color and 
pattern, they make marvelous 
dinner or place plates.

Since plays and pantomimes have been a happy part of the Christmas tradition almost 


from the start, H&G commissioned the Paper Bag Players to create a play for the children 
of 1968. This internationally famous company responded with THE BLIZZARD, a 
drama as current as the weather report, and one that any number of children of almost 
any age can produce, improvising their own actions and dialogue. The Players make a 
point of finding props and costumes among everyday things, things everyone has in the 
house, so those for THE BLIZZARD are easy to come by. All the set designer needs are 
the biggest empty carton he can find or beg from a furniture store (for the Weatherman’s 
station), plus half-dozen or so small cartons (to be painted and fastened together to form 
the Town), and a circle of cardboard (to be painted yellow and fixed to a stick to make 
the sun). The prop man needs only two white double-bed sheets sewn together. The musi- 
cal director can orchestrate every dramatic moment fully with a few recordings (to be 
played on a phonograph hidden from audience view by the Weatherman’s box). And the 
wardrobe mistress will need a hooded white cotton jersey for every Snowflake. 

THE BLIZZARD was photographed with a cast of five: Weatherman, Town, and 


three Snowflakes. But it could be done with one or two or a dozen Snowflakes—or with a 


child in every window in the Town. And the speeches, written by Judith Martin, the 
Players’ artistic director, could be elaborated ad infinitum. For our camera, the stars 
were Donald Ashwander, Irving Burton, Judith Martin, Betty Osgood, James Shearwood.

Consider the toys you now jostle your way through millir 
sprigged throngs to purchase. They've come a long, long way from last 
winter's experimental mock-ups, spring's Toy Fair, and summertime's 
production lines, via autumn journeys on train, truck, and plane to the 
nation's stores. And now you and the rest of the population besiege the 
counters to scoop them all up to the extent of 2.6 billion dollars. 

Later, when you're stretched on your bedroom chaise exhausted. 


you comment with just a tinge of bitterness, "To think that when I was 


a child I was happy with an old cigar box and a couple of empty spools.” 

Well, that was a different time—like maybe ten thousand years 
ago. When you were a child, you didn't see the somersaulting dolls 
demonstrated on TV in ever-living color. Your parents didn't have 
wallets plump with money. And the psychologists were not solemnly 
proclaiming that play is the essential work experience of childhood. 

Those three factors—the direct sell to children, the greater pros- 
perity of parents, and the play-is-learning rationale—account for the 
grins on the happy faces of all the toy-making elves. Plus, of course.

Throughout most of the centuries of man's development, child's 
play was considered just that—play, frivolous and meaningless activity 
that consumed a small child's time until he was ready to settle down 
to the serious business of learning to be an adult. Then gradually over 


the last few decades behavioral scientists began homing in on the no- 


tion that play is the indispensable business of childhood and it is 
through play that the infant sharpens his senses, learns texture and 


shape of objects, develops his grasping ability, and begins to differen- 


tiate among sounds and words. Later on the growing child uses play 
to coordinate his muscles, expand his knowledge of the world. identify 
with adults around him. Toys are a child's means of investigating, ex- 
ploring, experimenting, discovering, imitating, manipulating, creating. 


Enchanted with these new views, the toy manufacturers set out to 


persuade parents that every child needs a wide and balanced variet 


of toys or play tools at each age level. The children themselves hardly 


needed persuading, But since TV was already mesmerizing millions o 
them for hours each day, a few companies began dangling their nev 
output before the bemused eyes of the moppets. The result was so stag 
gering that today the pre-holiday airwaves are saturated with toy com 
mercials. To keep things from getting out of hand, the National Asso 
ciation of Television Advertisers has imposed a strict broadcastin 
code. One company was recently prohibited from showing the bared 


bottom of a sleeping baby doll in fuzzy Doctor Dentons and no manu 


facturer may urge his viewers to “Tell your mommy to buy you . . ^ 
or “Be the first on your block to own. . .” 


Toys. like clothes, run in fashion cycles. A few seasons ago th 


There were gun years 
in the past when artillery flattened all opposition. Once upon a tim 
there was even Daniel Boone. And don't forget the Hoola hoop. This 
year no single trend or item looms overwhelmingly large. But handi 
crafts and model kits, according to one official spokesman, are grow 


ing faster than anything else. In fact, new handicrafts and model items 


this year outnumber new creations in all other categories of toys. Model 
planes, cars, boats, and figures to be assembled from kits, craft mate:

methods to craft supplies that were formerly hard to come by. Parents, 
whether truly interested in constructive activities for their youngsters 
or merely eager to earn some peace and quiet through busy-work, are 
enthusiastic purchasers of craft things. And since grandpop, who once 
taught the little boys of the house to whittle, now lives a thousand 
miles away, and the attic, with its treasure trove of dresses, shoes, hats, 


draperies for little girls to try on, cut up, or braid into rugs, has van- 


ished into thin air—lo! the handy, packaged, programmed kit that en- 
ables the small fry to whipstitch a wallet, string a bead necklace, weave 
a raffia wastebasket, or build a wren house.

kinds of play dough that can be sculpted into weird free-form shapes. 
baked, and possibly eaten. 

Dolls are very big this year and the one word for the current crop 
is adorable. If you are buying a doll for the first time in quite a while, 
you'll have to summon up all your sales resistance to avoid carrying 
home a whole armful. Baby dolls have super angelic expressions that 
melt your heart, little girl dolls are beguiling cherubs, teen-age dolls 
are a sexy handful, and all dolls now have peaches-and-cream vinyl 


complexions and glistening spun gold or burnished brown hair of 
docile fibers that can be washed, styled, or tugged in rage. If you 
still carry psychic scars caused in childhood by a decapitated bisque 
doll or a china doll maimed by too much love, take note that contem- 
porary dolls, designed to absorb all the extremes of a small child’s 
love, hate, neglect, and aggression, are virtually unbreakable. 

As for what dolls do, they do almost every thing. A few just lie 
there and let themselves be hugged, but they're the lazy ones. A doll 
with real spirit today chews her Pablum, swallows her milk. sprouts 
a tooth, sits up by herself, walks—yes, really walks—turns somer- 


saults, roller skates, rides a bike, grows before your very eyes, and 
chatters like a magpie. One company equips its dolls with miraculous 
inner workings that respond to the pull of a string, and has one who 
carries on fifteen different conversations. “Do you like to draw? What's 
your favorite color?” she asks, and after pausing politely to give her 
owner time to answer, she prattles along on the same sound track, "My 
favorite color is blue. If I sit very still would you draw a picture of me 
and color a blue dress for me to wear?" 


nother toy company, very much in touch with the 
times, hired a Negro artist, Annuel McBurrows, 
to design what is claimed to be the first black 
doll with authentic ethnic features—not just a lit- 
tle extra chocolate in the skin tones. The colored 
doll comes in several versions, including one that 
mischievously winks her right eye and is pretty 
enough to convince any child that black is beautiful. For traditionalists. 
there are new additions to an exquisite group of dolls: Lady Hamilton, 
wearing ecru lace and a leghorn straw picture hat: Gainsborough in 
turquoise tulle; and Goya, a confection of ruffles and bows. For the 
anti-traditionalists, there is Herbie the Hippie. barefoot, beaded, and 
desperately in need of a haircut. For the literal minded, last year 
Little Brother was launched and widely heralded as the first anatomi- 
sally correct baby boy doll. While the passion for authenticity has not 


swept the industry, Little Brother is joined this season by Little Sister, 
unmistakably a girl baby. 


And, of course, Barbie is just as unmistakably a nubile, leggy 
teeny-bopper. In case you've been spending the last ten years on the 
moon, Barbie is a grown-up girl doll with infinite changes of ward- 
robe who is responsible for retail sales of half a billion dollars. 

While the average doll casts the little girl in a mother role—a 
posture that experts acclaim as psychologically correct—Barbie pro- 
jects the child into her own adolescence and beyond. And here the 
psychologists start squabbling. Should a six-year-old be musing over 
her own future sex life as she adjusts Barbi 


s bras and bikinis? Or 
should she be steered back to her maternal duties of feeding and 
changing her baby doll?

ny cactus enthusiast can hit the jackpot with a bay window full of desert 


plants. All succulents (a category that includes a great many genera as 
well as true cactuses) have the common propensity for storing large 
amounts of water in their tissues, rendering them resistant to long 
periods of drought. This does not mean that, on your window sill, 
you can neglect watering them. It does mean, however, that you 
can give most of them relatively the same amount of water and at the same intervals. 
It also means that your planter need not be aquarium-tight. An inner metal tray 
could be installed to catch occasional excess moisture, but normally a coat of paint 


on the inside would suffice. When filling the planter it pays to leave the plants in 


their pots, for two principal reasons: First, in pots, the plants can most easily be 
set in the sand fill at the proper depths for both good health and good a )pearance. 
Second, potted plants will grow more slowly and retain their proper relationship 
with the other plants for a longer time. Unconfined by pots, the roots of many spe- 
cies would tend to take over the whole planter in search of moisture and nutrients. 
Even in confined pots, of course, all these plants need regular watering (in plastic 
pots, a thorough watering every fortnight) and regular application of soluble plant 


food—say, with every second watering. Conditions in your house may suggest a 


different schedule. Only experience—even an occasional wilted or dead plant—can 


be the final guide. Keeping the plants in their pots also makes it easier to give special 


treatment—soil mixture, feeding, watering—to individual plants that prove they 


need it. With desert plants such as these, routine care without fussing and fiddling 
is the rule. For full details about the construction and planting of the planter, oppo-

The current vogue for things Indian—from music and mysticism to furnishings and folk art—is merely

the latest manifestation of the enduring influence this vast sub-continent has had on the West for cen- 
turies. In India’s rich, deep-rooted heritage of art and craftsmanship, born of many sources, H&G discov- 
ered a wealth of translatable ideas. From the past and the architectural style bequeathed by the Islamic 
conquerors, we found striking evidence of the long-lived potency of profuse pattern—pattern on pattern; 
pattern built, inlaid and painted into walls, ceilings, floors; the random rainbow pattern of colored glass, 
mica and mirror set in windows and niches. We appreciated the serenity implicit in the contrast between 
open and intimate spaces and the breeze-capturing strategy of pierced marble screens, arches and open 
doorways, pavilions and water gardens. But perhaps most significant to us, in our age of constant change 
and mobility, was the unerring way in which an atmosphere of color and comfort was evoked through 


decorative touches that were strictly transitory or changeable. The true, traditional Indian house is sim- 


ply furnished, almost bare by our standards, but warmed by bright, beguiling effects created with bril- 


liant fabrics, gaily painted storage boxes, embroidered wall hangings, lights and flowers, paint and col- 
ored powder. Even an Indian meal is an exercise in simplicity. The sole serving piece is the individual 
thali, or metal tray; the color and design come from the food itself. It is this aspect of India we chose to 


adapt, in American terms, on pages 88 and 89, drawing on Indian customs, and crafts sold in this country.

Champagne comes only from the delimited area around Rhe: 


and Epernay where the chalky slopes provide the ideal soil for 
black Pinot Noir and white Chardonnay vines, and the undergrou| 
galleries deep in the earth make the perfect place for the wine 
grow to maturity. Most Champagne is made from a mixture 
black and white grapes, the former giving the wine body and t 
latter providing finesse and delicacy. Some houses produce a bla 
de blancs, which is from white grapes only—very light and de 


cate. Champagne rosé (pink Champagne) is made either by lea 
ing the black grapes in contact with the newly made wine lon 
enough to allow their skins to tint the grape juice, or by carefull 


blending in some of the red wine of the Champagne region. 


Opening and Serving Champagne 


Temperature: A sparkling wine like Champagne should be serve 
refreshingly cool. This doesn't mean that it should be so cold that 
you can neither smell nor taste the wine. A wine that is slightly 
sweet is more enjoyable served really cold, but the delicate Cham- 
pagnes served before or during meals are at their best if they are 
vold rather than icy 

Usually three-quarters of an hour in the refrigerator will chill 
the wine sufficiently for it to be served at its best. An ice bucket 
may also be used, but unless the wine is cool to start with, this 
method will take longer to bring down the temperature than the 
refriverator. Also, if you use a bucket, be sure that the whole bottle 


is immersed in the ice and water, otherwise the first couple of 


glasses will be tepid. If your ice bucket isn't tall enough to permit 
this, then turn the bottle upside down so that the neck is thoroughly 
chilled and the wine that is poured first will be cold. 


Don't chill wine for any length of time in the freezer. Once it 


has actually frozen it will never be the same again. But if you are 
in a great hurry to open a bottle, a brief cooling period of fifteen 
minutes in the freezer will help. So will chilling the wine glasses. 
Put them in the refrigerator at the same time as the bottle and their 
coolness will help the first glass that you pour to be pleasantly 
cold. Return the bottle temporarily to the refrigerator to cool the 
rest of the wine. Don't put ice in the wine, unless, of course, it really 
doesn't matter to you that your drink will be considerably diluted 

Chilling Champagne has the practical advantage of making it 
easier to control the wine as it comes out of the bottle. A Cham- 
pagne that is cold will flow out smoothly into the glasses, Because 
heat expands, a warm Champagne will shoot out wastefully and 
messily all over the place. 

If, for some reason, you have an unopened bottle in the re- 


frigerator keep it in the least cool part (Continued on page 107)

PRINCIPLES OF 
PREPARING FRUIT CAKES 


Preparing Fruits and Nuts 


Mixed, candied fruits, cut into small cubes and 


sealed in jars ready to use, are now sold alme 


everywhere, Alternately, buy whole or half piec 
of candied fruits and cut them to the required 
size. These whole or halves of fruit are generally 
available in the fall only, To soften fruit before 
cutting, put it in a single layer in a slightly warm 
oven, about 125° to 140° for 7 to 8 minutes. Cut 
candied fruits with a thin-bladed, sharp knife 
Wipe the blade frequently with a paper towel 
or facial tissue that has been dipped in salad oil, 


especially when cutting citrus peel. 


When marinating fruits in light wines, sher 


ry, 
port, brandy, or rum, use a glass or pottery bowl, 
cover with a lid or with foil or wax paper and 
turn the fruit from time to time. Marinate for at 
least 6 hours to give the fruit time to absorb some 
of the liquid 

Nuts are more flavorful if toasted lightly 


before adding to the cake batter, Always taste 


nut meats before baking as they often turn rancid 
during storage and rancid nut meats will ruin 
the flavor of a cake, Spread in a single layer in a 
baking pan, heat in a 325° oven for 7 to 15 
minutes, depending upon size of kernels, and test 


by tasting. Almonds for a white fruit cake should 


be very lightly toasted, to retain a pale color. Any 
freshly blanched almond is better if toasted 


slightly to dry it. 


Preparing Pans for Fruit Cake 


It is advisable to line the bottom of most fruit- 
cake pans with either letter paper, typewriter 


paper, or heavy wax paper, then grease the paper

Baking Fruit Cakes 


Rich fruit cakes are baked at a low temperature, 


to 300°, to prevent the fruit from caramel 
izing. Do not crowd the oven, leave 1% to 2 inches 
between pan or pans and the sides of the oven 
Use both oven racks, if you wish, but do not 
place one pan directly over the other, 

If the very rich fruit cake batter is handled 
carefully and as little as possible, the batter- 


filled pans can wait for the second baking. 


Testing for neness 


When any cake is done it will shrink from the 
sides of the pan and spring back when touched 
lightly in the center, Testing with a straw or 
toothpick is unsatisfactory as the fruit will always 
leave the tester feeling sticky, 


Glazing Fruit Cakes 


Honey or light or dark corn syrup gives a shiny 
surface to rich fruit cakes when brushed onto 
the warm or hot cake as it comes from the oven 
or shortly afterward, As an alternative you can 
heat the honey or corn syrup and brush onto 
the cooled cake, Decorations, such as pieces of 
green, candied citron, or candied angelica cut into 
holly leaf shapes with halves of candied cherries 
for the berries will adhere to the cake if it is first 


glazed. 


Storing Fruit Cakes 


Fruit cakes should be aged in a cool, dry place, 
well wrapped, in an air-tight container. Freezer 
bags are excellent for storing, even in cake tins, 
for they exclude air that can dry out the cake. 
Leave them wrapped in freezer bags at room 
temperature for a week to begin aging, Then put 
the cakes in the refrigerator where they can be 
kept for several months, and finally transfer them 
to the freezer where they will keep for a year or 
more without further aging. 

The custom of brushing on brandy, rum, 
sherry, or port will give a good flavor to the cake 
and, if it seems dry, will add moisture 


Serving Fruit Cake

DARK FRUIT CAKES 


English Plum or Fruit Cake 


The English settlers brought this tradition to

Queen of Fruit Cakes

This recipe makes a large quantity of rich dark 
and fruity cake. It may be decorated with candied 
fruits as below or with white icing, fruit and nut 
decoration as on Cook Book cover. 


2 cups sliced or cubed candied 
pineapple (approximately 12 ounces) 

1% cups sliced or cubed candied citron 
(approximately 12 ounces)

Put prepared fruit in a very large bowl, dish pan, 
or preserving kettle, Pour wine or liquor over, 
cover, and let stand overnight, longer if you wish. 
Stir several times during marinating. Before com- 
bining with cake batter, the fruit and any remain- 
ing marinating liquid, add nuts, mixing well by 
hand to distribute evenly. 

Before mixing cake prepare baking pans. 
The recipe will yield 5 loaves baked in loaf pans 
9% by 515 by 3 inches, or 3 standard loaves and 
a 10-inch tube pan. If smaller pans are used, 
judge for comparable size or volume to standard 
loaf pans. It can also be baked in paper bonbon 
cups placed in doll-size muffin pans or in tiny 
patty pans, but the fruit must be finely chopped. 

In the large bowl of an electric mixer at 
medium speed beat butter until fluffy, beat in 
sugar a little at a time and beat until very fluffy. 
Beat in eggs, two at a time. Combine very well. 


PREPARING CANDIED FRUIT 


When cutting citrus peel, 
wipe blade of knife with 
paper towel dipped in oil. 
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Cut candied fruits into 
narrow slices with 
thin-bladed sharp knife. 


Sift flour, baking powder, soda, salt, cinnamon, 
nutmeg, mace, and allspice and sprinkle about 
2 cups over fruit and nuts. With mixer at low 
speed add remainder of flour mixture to creamed 
mixture until well combined. From here it is 
easier to mix by hand. Mix the flour into the 
fruits and nuts, then add batter and mix with a 
down-at-the-sides-up-through-the-middle motion. 
When well combined, fill pans not more than 25 
full of cake batter and smooth top, or, to be sure 
of an even top, fill the corners slightly higher. 
Bake in a 275° oven, about 2% hours for 
standard loaf pans, about 3% hours for a 10-inch 
tube pan. Small pans should be watched carefully 
as they will bake more quickly. If your oven will 
not hold all the pans, carefully put aside pans of 
unbaked batter to be transferred to the oven later. 
When fingertip test indicates cake is cooked. re- 
move pans from oven to rack. Let cake cool in 
pans, loosen cake, turn upside down on racks and 
remove paper. Brush with brandy, rum, sherry, 


port, or fruit liqueur, slip into individual freezer 
bags, and seal, Allow to age at room tempera- 
ture for 4 or 5 days before storing in a cool place. 
Repeat brushing with liqueur several times if 
you wish. After aging for several weeks to blend 
the flavors, eakes can be frozen and will keep 
for several years.

but it is easily halved, if desired. If recipe 
quartered use 3 eggs. 
Note: If desired, use 4-434 pounds mixed candied 
fruit-cake fruits instead of the candied pineapple, 
citron, orange and lemon peel, and cherries called 
for in recipe.

and drink it as soon as you reason- 
ably can. Don't take it out and put 
it in again. The sudden changes of 
temperature are not good for the 
wine and it may disappoint you 
when you come to drink it. 
Opening the bottle: Always put 
a napkin around the bottle before 
starting to open it. Apart from the 
fact that it may be damp from the 
ice bucket, there is always the very 
slight chance that it may split and 
your hand be badly cut if you have 
no protection. If you are right- 
handed hold the napkin-wrapped 
bottle in your left hand and, with 
your right, remove the foil cover- 
ing the cork. (If left-handed, just 
reverse the instructions.) Then un- 
twist the two wires of the wire 
muzzle that fits over the cork and 
links around the neck of the bot- 
tle, at the same time holding on 
to the top of the cork so that, 
should the wine inside the bottle 
be very lively, you can control pro- 
ceedings if the cork flies out imme- 
diately when the wire is lifted off. 


Then, holding the cork with 
either your right or left hand, 


whichever is weakest, grasp the 
bottle with the other. Point the 
cork away from yourself, your 
gue ind anything that may be 
damaged if it flies out, and if pos- 
sible hold the bottle over a glass. 
There is less pressure behind the 
cork if the bottle is held at an 
angle instead of upright. Turn the 
bottle gently. If you do this, rather 
ying to turn the cork, there 
is less chance of your twisting off 
the top of the cork. As you feel the 
cork beginning to shift in the bot- 
tle, hold on firmly, then ease it off. 
It should make only a discreet 
“pop” and you can then direct the 
wine straight into a glass. Initial- 
amount 
of mousse or cap of bubbles, so 
pour only a little to prevent the 
glass from overflowing. 

If the cork breaks off at the top 
before you have got the bottle 
open, stick a skewer or thick needle 
through it to release the immediate 
pressure behind it, after which you 
can use an ordinary corkscrew or 
extractor (not the kind that pumps 
in air) to get the cork out in the 
usual way. 

If the cork fits so tightly that 
you can't move it, try pressing it 
upward with your thumbs firmly 
but steadily, going all around the 
cork. Then try to turn the bottle 
again. If the cork still resists, hold 
the neck of the bottle for an in- 
stant under the hot water faucet, 
as the heat may increase the pres- 
sure inside just sufficiently to make 
the cork rise, Don’t forget to hold 
the cork down while you are doing 
this and have a glass ready to re- 
ceive the wine. 
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If you often have difficulty open- 
ing bottles of Champagne, it's 
worthwhile buying a pair of “nip- 
pers" which are rather like small 
tongs. They grip the cork under- 
neath its bulbous top so that it may 
be turned and lifted with compara- 
tive ease, 

Pouring the wine: Tf the bottle 
has been in an ice bucket, wrap a 
napkin around it before pouring 
the wine, to avoid drops of water 
falling from it. Fill the glasses to 
half or two-thirds of their capacity, 
so that you can enjoy the bouquet 
of the wine as well as the taste. 

The formal way to hold a Cham- 
pagne bottle is to put the four fin- 
gers of the hand holding it under- 
neath the bottle, and the thumb in 
the punt or indentation of the base. 
Although this may feel awkward at 
first, it is surprisingly easy to con- 
trol pouring once you have the 
knack. 

An unfinished bottle: Should 
you chance not to finish the bottle 
at one sitting, there are special 
stoppers that will prevent the wine 
from going flat, although it should 
of course be kept in a cool place. 
Tf you do not possess a stopper, 
cut a small wedge out of the base 
of the cork so that you can squeeze 
it together and get it back in the 
bottle. 

If you have allowed a fine Cham- 
pagne to go flat by leaving it open, 
it will still be quite good to drink 
the next day even though it will 
have no effervescence. Or, of 
course, you can use it for cooking. 


The Best of the House 


Most of the Champagne made is 
non-vintage, and enormous stocks 
must be held by the great Cham- 
pagne houses in order to maintain 
quality. A vintage Champagne is 
the wine of a single year, but as 
the Champagne vineyards are 
northerly and years can vary, up 
to 20 per cent of wine from an- 
other vintage may be added. 

A number of the houses now pro- 
duce a special deluxe Champagne 
as well as their vintage and non- 
vintage wines. In every case the 
wine in question is the finest cuvée 
(blend) the house is able to offer, 
and is therefore available only in 
limited quantities and, inevitably, 
expensive. The deluxe Cham- 
pagnes currently to be found in 
this country can be divided into 
two categories—Champagne made 
in the normal by blending the 
wines of black and white grapes, 
and blanc de blancs, made only 
with the wine of white grapes. Of 
the former, the principal ones are: 

Dom Pérignon 1961 ($14.50 per 
bottle, imported by Schieffelin & 
Co.). When Moét et Chandon in- 


troduced their “Dom Pérignon" to 
French connoisseurs shortly before 
the last war, they were the first 
Champagne house to produce a 
wine under a name other than that 
of the firm with the simple addition 
of the traditional description *Vin- 
tage’ or ‘Non-Vintage’. Light and 
with great charm and delicacy, 
Dom Pérignon is the only blend 
entitled to bear the name of the 
monk who is honored as the Father 
of Champagne. The bottle is a 
copy of the original handmade 
shape he used. 

Louis Roederer “Cristal Brut" 
1961 ($13.80 per bottle, imported 
by Barton Distillers Co.). The fin- 
est cuvée made by Roederer. Cris- 
tal typifies their style—full but 
with finesse. The bottle, clear with 
a flat base, was originally designed 
for Tsar Nicholas II. 

Heidsieck & Company Cuvée 
Diamant Bleu 1961 ($10.50 per 
bottle, imported by Dolphin Im- 
ports). Diamant Bleu is a com- 
parative newcomer from the House 
of Heidsieck. Softer, more ma- 
tured, and markedly fuller than 
the Company's *Dry Monopole," it 
comes in an elegantly-shaped blue- 
and-gold-labeled bottle. 

Bollinger R.D. 1955 ($14.50 per 
bottle, imported by Julius Wile 
Sons & Co., Inc.). A new arrival 
to the ranks of deluxe Cham- 
pagnes, Bollinger R.D. 1955 con- 
inal 1955 cuvée 
which has been disgorged only re- 
cently, hence the initials ‘R.D.’ 
which stand for récemment dé- 
gorgé. By extending the vital rest 
period before disgorgement be- 
yond the usual five years, the wine 
is given a unique "ter, for it 
has the life and effervescence of 
youth. The gold label on the bottle 
bears the date of disgorgement. 

Laurent Perrier Grand Siécle 
1961 ($14.99 per bottle, imported 
by Munson G, Shaw Co.). Named 
Grand Siécle after the reign of 
Louis XIV, the Sun King, the un- 
usual bottle is the same design as 
that used at the court of Versailles. 
The grapes were selected from out- 
standing first growths from Cham- 
pagne's top vineyards, 

Cuvée Royale Charles Heidsieck 
& Co. 1961 ($11.95 per bottle, im- 
ported by Austin Nichols & Co.). 
The 1961 vintage of Cuvée Royale 
is Charles Heidsieck’s entry into 
the field of luxury Champagne. 
Rich, full-bodied, and very fruity, 
it is a special blend of black and 
white grapes grown in the top vine- 
yards of “Le Champagne.” 

Florens-Louis 1961 ($15.95 per 
28-ounce bottle, imported by Ren- 
field Importers Ltd.). The excel- 
lent vintage of 1961 made it pos- 
sible for Piper Heidsieck to pro-

CACTUSES 


The spectacular bay window on pages 90 and 91 contains more than three 
dozen individual plants, itemized below and opposite page. There are scores 
more that you could choose for this bay window box. depending on avail- 
able sources of supply (most of these are obtainable by mail from the West 
Coast). The box itself is made of Philippine hardwood, bought for $13 at 
the local lumber yard. This one happens to be 10 feet long in front, about 
7 feet across the back, 22 inches wide, and just under 8 inches deep. The 
bottom is of half-inch marine grade plywood, and the whole inside has 


been painted with regular lead and oil paint. All the plants are left in their 


pots (the largest is about 8 inches in diameter). They are bedded in 
vermiculite (for lightness), with their pot tops just under the surface 
layer of coarse sand (the latter to complete the desert effect). A thorough 


watering every one or two weeks, with a liquid fertilizer application every 


fortnight or so, will keep these sun and heat loving plants healthy.

The germ of the idea for our desert bay window was 
actually incubated in the room divider adjacent to 
the “potting shed" in the office of H&G's garden 
department. Here the first of the plants brought back 
from a visit to Carter’s Cactus Greenhouses in Tewks- 
bury, Mass, were first experimented with under 
fluorescent lights (we lack the sunlight necessary to 
raise these plants otherwise). This divider is 4 feet 
long and 6 inches wide. Pot sizes and the contents, 
chosen to fit, form a scaled down version of the big 


box below and comprise almost half as many succ 


lents (most of them true cactuses) in many of the 
same species as the big one which we photographed 
in Tewksbury. Flowers are scanty, but under lights 


the plants, watered every two weeks, are growing.
